This system is 
being used by nearly all of the ice companies and bene­ 
fits both the Company and the public which quickly ap­ 
preciates the convenience afforded in having the ice 
books at hand instead of keeping money for this pur­ 
pose. Manager Beck has the storage vault nearly half 
full of ice at this time and invites the public to visit the 
new plant at any time during the day to see how ice is 
made, and to note the fine quality of ice he is now mak­ 
ing.
